of cighttne peares. Laff of all we reade, that 

nhen neither famine, no2 peſfilence could 

canfe them fo returne vnto him, then hee delt- 

nered them bp to the fwo2d of their enemies, 

and held them in bondage and captiuitic tha&- 

ſcoze and ten yeares. After all this, vhen they 

Were delinered ont of captinifie, and returned 

home ſafelp to their owne Nation, and inioped 

ſome god time of peace andrefx, yet at laſf they 

fell to the renewing of their ſins : and therefaze 

the Lo2d plagued thew moſt gricuouſly, by the 

jo dinided Greke Empire, euen the Magog and 

þ*<c-38.

Ephod,and without Teraphim. 

Phil. You haue very largely layde open 


this laſt token of vengeance 3 to wit : or 
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God at the firſt doth but beat vsvpon the coat: 


but if we continue in ſinne, he will whip vs on 
the bare skin : and if men will not yeeld atthe 
firſt gentle ſtroakes, then he will ſtrike harder 
and harder, till hee haue broken our ſtout ito. 
macks,and made our great hearts come down. 
Therefore it is good ycelding at the firlt : for 
we ſhall get nothing by our {turdinefle againſt 
him. Wee doe but cauſe him to double his 
ſtroakes, and ſtrike vs both (ideling and ouer- 
thwart : For he cannot endure that we ſhould 
gruntle againſt him with ftubborne ſullennefle, 
But now tothe point.

Iames ſaith,c.5.17. that 
the praier of a righteous manauaileth much if 
it be teruent;and bzingeththe example of Elias, 
topoue it : Foz ſaithhe, Though Elias was a 
man ſubie& tothe like paſſions that we be, yet 
was heable by hisprayers,bothto open & ſhut 
the heauens, Abraham likewiſe (Gen. 18.) pze- 
nailed ſo farre with God by his pzayers foz So- 
dome, that if there had b&ae but ten inſb men 
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faznd init,it hadb>n ſpared. The almighty God 


fxith in ths 1 5. chapter of Icremy y.r. Though 
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Moſes and Samuel ftood before me,yet mineaf- 
fe&ion could not betoward this people. Which 
dothplainly fhew: that Moſes and Samuel might 
bane done mnch with him, had he nof bene ſs 
fully bent againl his people fo; their ſinnes, as 
he was, Do likewile hee ſaith in the P:ophecie 
of Ezcchiel, cap, 14. £4. though theſe three 
men, Noah, Danic!, and Iob, were amongft 
them, they ſhould dcliner but their own ſoules 
by their righteouſncfſe, Which alſo ſheweth, 
that if there had bene any poſſible entreating 
of him foz the Land, theſe thz@ men might 
hane done if : but now he was reſolutely deter- 
mined to the contrarp. Jn reſpec therefo2s 
that the zealous pzeachers, and true p:ofeflo:s 
of the Goſpell doe ſo mich pzenaile with God 
bp their p:apers, they are ſaid tobe the defence 
and ffrength of Kingdomes and Conntries, of 
Churches and Common wealths : as it is 
ſaid of Eliah, that he was the Chariot of 1- 
ſrael, and the ho;lemen thereof. Eliſha alſo was 
enuironed with a monncaine full of ho:ſes, and 
Chariots of fire. And ſare it is that Eliah and 
Eliſha are not onely the Chariots and Yo!ſe- 
men- of 1ſrae], buf aifo by their p2apers they 
doe cauſe God himlelfe to be a wall of fire round 

the 22, of 
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Ezechiel, verſe 30.the Lozd God faith:Tſought 
for a man among them, that ſhould makevp ' 
the hedge, and ſtand in the gap before mee for 
the land ; that I might not deſtroy it : but1 
found none. :: Which heweth, that if there had 
bene bat ſome few to hane fed in the bzeach, 
he would hane ſpared the vhole land. This alfo 
appeareth moze plainely in the P:ophecie of [c- 
remie, cap.

Phil, 1 doe ſee, that all ignorancein Lo rl” 
of faith, is dangerous : but 1 thinke wilfull 
ignorance is of allother moſt dangerous. 

Theol. Wilfull igno:ance(no donbt)is a plain 

p:ognolfication and demonffratiue argument of 
eternall death:foz it is a moſt hozrible and fear- 
full thing fo: men to refuſe inſtruction, deſpiſe 
counſell; harden their hearts,ffop-their cares, x 
cloſe vp their eyes againſt God. This is the ve- 
rp vpſhot of our decap. 

Phil. Ipray yott, what call you hardneſſe of 
heart ? 

Theol. An hard heart is that abich is neither 
moned with Gods mercies, no2 ſcared with his 
tudgments; neither feareth the Law,no2 regar- 
deth the Golpell ; neyther is holpen by th:eata 
Rings, n92 ſoftned by <affnings ; vhich is vit- 
dhankfull foz Gods be nelits, and dilobedient = 
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bis cotmſels: made cruell by his rods, and difſe- 
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lafe by bis fanours : vnſhamefac't to filthinefle, 
an? fearleſſe to perils; vncourfeons fo men,and 
rctch!effe to God ; fo:getfull of things paſt, 
negligent in things pzeſent, and impzouſdent iu 
things to comes 

Phil, Lay forth yet more plainely the ſtate . 
of ignorant'and hard-hearted men, and ſhew 
how lamentable it 1s. 

Th-ol, If a man be outwardly blinde,we dos 
pitip hin and ſay, There goes a peo2 blindmans 
bat if he be both blind and deafe,do we nof moze 
pitty hin,andſay,©h ! in how miſerable a caſe 
is that man ! but if he be both blinde, deafe and 
dumbe,do we not moſt of all pity him, and ſay, 
Dh!thatman is in a moſt wofall taking,andin 
a mol pitifull plight. 

How much moze then are thep fo bee pitfiev, - 
hich,as concerning their foules, are both blind, 
deafe and dumbe ?

Again, our Daufour Ch:ift gines the ſame coun- 
ſellfathe Church of Laodicea, in theſe wazds, I 
conncell thee to buy of me gold tryed by the 
fire,thatthou mailt be rich; and white raiment, 
that thou maiſt be cloathed, and that thy filthy 
nakednes do notappear : and anoint thine cics 
with eye-ſaluc, that thou mailt ſee, Apoc.3.18, 
Where pou ſee, the wo2d of Godis compared to 
mokk p:cecious gold, therebp we are made fpiri- 
tually rich ;and to glittering attire, wherewith 
Bur naked ſoules arc clothed:and to anepe-ſalue, 
wherwith our ſpirituall blindnefle is cured. We 
are avuertifedaliſo by Jeſus Chaiſft, whole cone 
ſell is ener the beſt, to bup theſe things, whatla- 
euer they coſt vs. The ſame cornccll alſo gineth 
wiſe Salomcn, ſaping, - Buy the truth, bur ſell 
wnot, Pro.23.33. Dathen yon ſ& the counſell 
which herein J giue pon, is not of mine owne, 
bat the counſeli of 1cſus himfelfe, and Salomon 
the wile.

ſufficicnt. We mult not content our ſelues 
with that onely : but we muff goe further , and 
gette vnto our ſelues the ſound p:eaching of 
the Goſlpell ; as the chiefeft aud moſt p2incipall 
meanes vhich God bath ozdained and ſancti- 
fied fo2 the ſauing of men. As it is plainelp ſet 
downe, 1, Corinth,1.21.

is not a thing of humane inuention 3; but if is 
Oovs owne denice, and came firſf ont ofhis 
_ and the next andnereft wap to ſane mens 

es, 

Wiſe Salomon alfo, in the oke of the 
P2ouerbs , telleth vs, that the p:eaching of 
Gods Wozd ( which he calleth Uiſion , ving 
the wo:d of the P2ophets, which called their 
Dermons, Uiflons) is nat athing that map be 
pared , pz that ve may be at choile hehe 
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we hane if 02 no 2 but he maketh if fo be of 'abs 
ſolnte neceſſitie vnto eternall life. Foz he ſaith, 
Where viſion faileth, the people are leftna- 
ked,Prouerbs 29.18. ©90 indedit is infhe Dx 
ginall. 4But the old tranſlation gineth vs the 
ſenſe thns : Where the Word of God 1s not 
preachr,there the people periſh. Then pouſe, 
that Salomon ffriketh it dead,telling vs,that all 
they vhich are without pzeaching of the wozd, 
are in erceding danger of toſing their ſoules, 
Dh that men could be perſwaded of this!S.Paul 
alſo ſaith, that faith commeth by hearing the 
wozd pzeached. Fo he ſaith, How can they hear 
without a Preacher?Rom.1 0.14.If faithcom- 
meth bp hearing the wozd p:eached, then J rea- 
fon thus : No preaching, no faith : no faith, ng 
Ch:ift : no Ch:ift, no eternall life : fe2,cternall 
life is onely tn him. Let vs then put them toge- 
ther thus : Take awap the wozd, take away 
faith : take awap faith,take away Ch2ift - take 
awap Ch:iſt, and take away cternall life. 99 
then it followes; Take away the wozd.,and take 
awap cternall life.
